ORDER 

Mr. Abdul Mnjumdar. respondent, Nates that be has in¬ 
structions from Hitcshwar Saikia to state that since he has 
been elected as member of the Assam Legislative Assembly, 
he wants to continue as Chief Minister of the State, and he 
is not interested in becoming a member of the Rajya Sabha 
pursuant to the declaration nude by the High Court. In 
view of this statement, the appellant’s grievances relating to 
the declaration of Hitcshwar Saikia as the duly elected can¬ 
didate is rendered infructuous. 

As regards the setting aside of the appellant’s election is 
concerned. We have heard Ld. counsel for the parties and 
perused the record, but find no good ground to interfere 
with the impugned judgment of the High Court. 

The appeals fail and are accordingly dismissed. There will 
be no order as to costs. The interim orders, if any, are 
discharged. 

In this view, the vacancy would arise in the office of the 
membership of hte Rajya Sabha, which was the subject 
matter of tho dispute in the present appeal.
